1 . Claims 1 to 57 are presented for examination. Tine amendment filed 8-3-2007 
canceled claims 1 to 45. The RCE filed 3-13-2008 add new claims 58 to 81 and the 
amendment filed 12-22-2008 canceled claim 81 and adds new claim 82. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

Specifically, the prior art made of record, fails to teach or fairly 
suggest or render obvious the novel elements of "allowing absence of negative 
acknowledgement (NAK) signals on acknowledgement channels of secondary base 
stations to indicate that quality of the received data frame is bad; encoding the ACK 
signals and the NAK signals, and transmitting the encoded signals on the 
acknowledgement channels during a switching period."
